We refer to this condition as 
hypotension to distinguish it 
from hypertension or high blood 
pressure. 

Primary nypotension exists in 
many individuals who are in 
perfect health. Indeed, persistent 
jow blood pressure is often a 
good tning. The individuc' mey 
live to a ripe cla age without 
any symptoins or signs of weak - 
gas and never know he differs 
trom the. normal, unless in- 
formed by someone who has
